New  Orleans  Seminary 
To  Open  Tupelo  Center 


Landrum  P.  Lea  veil,  president  of 
the  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  has  announced  that  the 
seminary  will  respond  in  January  to 
an  urgent  request  and  a  recognized 
need  for  off-campus  theological  edu¬ 
cation  by  opening  the  North  Missis¬ 
sippi  Center  of  New  Orleans  Baptist 
Th^ogical  Seminary. 

This  center  will  be  an  off-campus 
branch  of  the  seminary’s  School  of 
Christian  Training,  and  it  will  conduct 
classes  ia  the  facilities  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  Center  in  Tupelo. 

The  School  of  (Christian  Training 
provides  a  program  of  practical  edu¬ 
cation  in  ministry  for  men  and  women 
who  are  not  college  graduates.  The 
current  on-campus  enrollment  in  this 
school  is  290,  and  since  it  was  reacti¬ 
vated  in  1976,  82  (rf  its  students  haVe 
graduated  hrom  the  seminary. 

Fred  B.  Moseley,  director  of  the 
School  of  Giristian  Training,  has  an¬ 
nounced  that  the  two  courses  that  will 
be  taught  across  the  Second  Semester 
at  the  1979-80  session,  beginning  on 
January  18,  for  the  North  Mississippi 
Center  will  be  Introduction  to  the  New 
Testament  and  the  basic  course  in 
Preaching. 


The  Introduction  to  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  course  will  be  taught  by  Gene 
Henderson,  pastor  of  Fairview  Baptist 
Church  and  former  fellow  to  Ray 
Frank  Robbins  at  New  Orleans  Semi¬ 
nary.  The  Preaching  course  will  be 
taught  by  Robert  Hamblin,  pastor  of 
the  Harrisburg  Baptist  Church  and 
former  president  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention. 

either  courses  to  be  offered  during 
the  1980-81  session  will  include:  Intro¬ 
duction  to  the  Old  Testament.  The 
Work  of  the  Pastor,  The  Minister’s 
Role  in  the  Organizational  Programs 
of  the  Church,  Christian  Theology, 
History  of  Baptists,  and  Counseling. 

Courses  projected  for  1961-82  in¬ 
clude:  Evangelistic  Preaching,  Pas¬ 
toral  Preaching,  English.  Religion  in 
Society,  Southern  Baptist  Missions. 
Worship  Leadership,  and  Evangelism . 

Administration  of  the  program  and 
all  student  records  and  transcripts  will 
be  maintained  by  the  seminary.  Stu¬ 
dents  who  desire  to  participate  in  the 
North  Mississippi  pi^am  will  make 
application  for  admission  directly  to 
New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary.

Think  <rf 
it!  Some  orthodox  organization  surch^ed  with  an  anointing  of  the  Spiritof  God. 

Surging  mill- 

ione  cau^  up  in  a  new  moving  of  God  in  the  world !  As  relentless  as  the  passing  of 

time  and  the  coming  of  the  Kingdom  of  God!  Purposeful,  unafraid,  matching 
their  lives  to  their  time.  It  can  and  must  be  done. 

If  a  man  were  to  shoe  ahorse  and  get  a  penny  for  the  first  nail  and  double  it  each 

nail  until  he  gets  through  ~  he  wouldmake  $42,949, 672.9S.lf  the  same  principle  is 
applied  to  people,  we  would  be  talidag  about  4,294,^,295.  More  than  there  are 
people  in  the  world!  That’s  our  task.  It  can  be  done.  It  will  be  done  by  the  year 
2000. 

IV.  I’d  like  to  coadode  with  some  deflnite  proposals. 

The  first  is  that  we  pull  out  all  the  slops  in  our  effort  to  mobilize  for  the  purpose 
of  confronting  all  Mississippians  with  the  gospel  no  later  than  1963.  In  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  agencies  let  us  also  make  available  at  their 
regular  salaries  all  county  or  state  personnel  whose  family  situation  would  allow 
them  to  Ko  for  service  anywhere  in  the  world.  For  example,  associational  direc¬ 
tors  of  missions  could  go  and  bring  back  insight  and  inspiration.  Let  Mississippi 
be  the  first  state  to  do  it,  and  let’s  l«d  the  way. 

’Hie  second  is  this:  Let’s  set  up  a  commission  or  something  to  help  handle  the 
hurts  of  our  churches  as  expeditiously  as  possible.  We  have  a  good  beginning  in 
our  department  of  Minister-Church  relations.  Let’s  bring  it  out  in  the  open  and 
solve  this  problem! 

’Then,  thirdly,  let’s  ask  our  executive  committee  of  the  board  or  the  board  itself 
by  appointment  to  set  up  a  task  force  to  guide  us  into  this  new  decade  with  the 
most  trustworthy  and  vigorous  coalition  of  lay  and  professional  workers  possible 
to  pursue  our  denominational  goals.

We  are  concerned  as  com¬ 
mission  members  for  all  colleges,  but 
because  of  mutual  concern  over  the 
challenge  of  declining  enrollment  and 
economic  pressures,  the  commission 
and  Clarke  College’s  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  jointly  recommend  to  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Convention  Board  and  to 
the  convention”  the  recommendation 
presented  above. 

The  Our  Town  pri^rty  in  Lincoln 
County  has  been  used  as  a  non-profit 
child-care  facility,  but  its  use  has  been 
suspended.  The  entire  property  con¬ 
sists  of  133  acres  in  one  plot,  an  indust¬ 
rial  building  located  on  11  acres  in 
another  plot,  and  a  sizeable  house  on  10 
acres,  which  have  been  leased  from 
the  133  acres.  Parts  of  the  package  or 
its  entirety  have  been  offered  to  the 
Village.  There  is  a  $130,000  debt  on  the 
property,  but  the  industrial  building  is 
for  sale  at  a  much  greater  figure.  If  the 
house  is  taken  in,  it  would  have  to  be 
purchased.  The  convention  Board 
urged  that  the  Village  take  the  entire 
package. 

The  medical  center  has  continued  to 
use  its  old  laundry  facility  for  the  past 
23  years,  even  though  it  moved  into 
new  facilities  3'^  years  ago.  The  trus¬ 
tees  desire  to  remodel  a  building  to 
make  a  new  laundry  facility  and  also 
to  build  the  new  radiation  therapy 
center.  A  fund  drive  was  recently 
completed  for  the  center,  but  costs  es¬ 
timates  are  coming  in  $^,0(X)  higher 
than  had  been  expected,  according  to 
Paul  Pryor,  administratbr.

How  should  a  church  treat  its  pas¬ 
tor?  Should  the  members  run  the  pas¬ 
tor  off  if  they  don’t  Uke  him?  Should 
the  people  in  the  church  feel  comforta¬ 
ble  with  themselves  if  they  have  been 
able  to  keep  the  pastor’s  salary  lower 
than  they  know  it  should  be? 

What  about  his  retirement? 'The  pas¬ 
tor  probably  will  not  be  at  any  one 
church  for  all  of  his  ministry.  Should 
any  one  of  his  churches  feel  free  to 
short  circuit  his  retirement  situation 
by  providing  less  for  retirement  pur¬ 
poses  than  their  sister  churches  nor¬ 
mally  make  available? 

Should  the  pastor  have  to  finance  the 
worki  of  the  church  by  furnishing  the 
cost  sf  transportation  for  carryinc  out 
that  work? 

What  about  an  annual  call?  Should  a 
pastor  be  subjected  to  this  sort  of  in¬ 
security? 

None  of  these  questions  can  be 
answered  by  the  pastor.  These  are 
things  with  which  members  have  to 
come  to  grips.  There  needs  to  be  such 
lay  leadmhip.in  every  church  that 
some  disgruntled  or  misguided  group 
cannot  grab  such  an  issue  as  one  of 
these  and  get  it  carried  out  in  such  a 
fashion  that  would  bring  shame  to  the 
Kingdom  of  God. 

God-Called  Mao 

Laymen  must  realize  that  they  are 
dealing  with  a  God-call^  man  when 
they  are  dealing  with  the  matters  con¬ 
cerning  their  pastor.  If  they  are  con¬ 
vinced  that  the  Lord  is  no  longer  using 


the  man  in  that  situation,  that  is  one 
thing.  Until  th^  have  firmly  arrived 
at  that  conclusion,  however,  they  have 
a  different  matter  altogether. 

Without  doubt  we  can  safely  say, 
however,  that  when  the  Lord  has  led  a 
pastor  to  complete  the  work  He  has  for 
him  in  one  pastorate.  He  will  take  care 
of  the  tranter  to  a  new  situation  if  all 
parties  concerned  will  be  patient  and 
will  pay  attention  to  the  messages  that 
will  be  there 

Patience  will  be  a  virtue  that  all  par¬ 
ties,  pastor  and  members,  will  have  to 
exhibit  —  and  along  with  patience 
must  come  responsibility  that  would 
call  for  action  when  the  time  comes, 
but  not  before.

Reflections  of  a  bi-vocational  pastor

Simpson  Association 
Just  the  term,  bi-vocational,  is  an 
mdication  of  how  far  we  have  come 
since  the  days  when  a  man  worked  for 
his  living  and  preached  the  word  of 
God  somewhere  in  church  on  Sunday 
In  these  days,  when  individuality  and 
non-conformity  are  being  emphasized 
from  political  stumps  as  well  as  pul¬ 
pits,  we  find  a  unique  individual,  the 
bi-vocational  pastor.  He  is  indeed  an 
individualist  and  certainly  cannot  be 
pressed  into  any  pre-conceived  mold 
of  what  a  minister  is  supposed  to  be, 
nor  can  be  conform  to  the  settled, 
well-scheduled  ministry  of  a  local 
full-time  pastor.  He  has  the  difficult 
task  of  balancing  his  job.  which  he 
needs  to  support  his  family,  and  his 
ministry,  which  he  needs  to  fulfill 
God’s  purpose  for  his  life.  This  is  a  task 
not  easily  accomplished  and  certainly 
is  not  for  the  un-settled  of  faith  nor  the 
short  of  stamina. 

Who  is  the  bi-vocational  pastor?
